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California dodges major damage in 6.5 quake

EUREKA, California (AP) 
— Residents of a Northern 
California county gingerly 
cleaned up Sunday after the 
area dodged a catastrophe, 
escaping a 6.5 magnitude 
earthquake with little more 
than bumps, cuts and broken 
glass. 

Entrances to Eureka’s 
Bayshore Mall were blocked 
as engineers surveyed for 
damage. Area bridges suffered 
some bent rails, and local 
stores reported messy aisles 
where bottles and jars flew 
from shelves and shattered, 
authorities said. 

“We’re very, very fortunate 
that it’s not worse, but there is 
a lot of damage,” Rep. Mike 
Thompson, said at a press 
conference.

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Dbama: ‘No intention’ 
to send troops to Yemen 

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack Obama says he has 
no intention of sending American troops to Yemen or Somalia. 
Obama told People magazine in an interview to be published 
Friday that he still believes the center of al-Qaida activity is 
along the border between Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

“I never rule out any possibility in a world that is this complex,” 
Obama said. However, he said, “in countries like Yemen, in 
countries like Somalia, I think working with international 
partners is most effective at this point.” 

Terrorism concerns are rising in Yemen, at the bottom of the 
Arabian peninsula, and in Somalia, critically located along key 
global shipping routes to Mideast oil fields. U.S. officials say 
they believe the suspect in the Detroit airliner attack received 
al-Qaida training in Yemen. 

“I have no intention of sending U.S. boots on the ground in 
these regions,” Obama said. 

Gen. David Petraeus, who is overseeing the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, said Yemen’s foreign minister has made it “quite 
clear that Yemen does not want to have American ground troops 
there. And that’s a ... good response for us to hear, certainly.”

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Senators: Punish U.S. officials over airline plot

WASHINGTON (AP) — As 
the Obama administration 
begins to address the failings 
behind the Christmas Day 
airliner attack, two senators 
said Sunday the U.S. needs 
to punish officials, correct 
security lapses and limit 
opportunities to join jihad 
overseas. 

Sens. Joe Lieberman and 
John McCain took issue with 
President Barack Obama’s 


suggestion that no one would 
lose his or her job over the 
incident. Neither called 
specifically for someone to be 
fired, and they did not name 
who should be disciplined. 
Lieberman, an independent 
from Connecticut, pointed 
to breakdowns at the State 
Department and the National 
Counterterrorism Center, 
where he said people failed 
to act to identify as a threat 
the suspected bomber, a 
young Nigerian, and revoke

his visa. 

“At the National 
Counterterrorism Center, 
something went wrong,” said 
Lieberman, the chairman 
of the Senate Homeland 
Security Committee. “So if 
human errors were made, I 
think some of the humans 
who made those errors have 
to be disciplined so that they 
never happen again.” 

Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, 
23, is accused of igniting an 
explosive mixture aboard 
Northwest Airlines Flight 
253 as it prepared to land in 
Detroit. Officials received 
fragments of information as 
early as October about an 
alleged terrorrecruitthey later 
learned was Abdulmutallab. 

Asked whether Obama should 
fire Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano, 
National Counterterrorism 
Center head Michael Leiter or 
presidential counterterrorism 
adviser John Brennan, 
Sen. Jon Kyi, an Arizona 
Republican, said the advisers 
reflect the sentiments of the 
president. 

“I think the president was 
right when he said, ‘The 
buck stops with me.’ The 
problem is he can’t be fired 
right now,” Kyi said. “So 
what he’s got to do is provide 


a sense of urgency with these 
people who work for him.” 
Other lawmakers said the 
U.S. should be more careful 
about releasing detainees 
held at the U.S. prison at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, to 
countries where al-Qaida has 
a presence, including Saudi 
Arabia, Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. 

Last week Obama suspended 
the transfer of Guantanamo 
detainees to Yemen, home to 
nearly half of the 198 terror 
suspect detainees held at 
Guantanamo Bay. Obama 
has reiterated his vow to 
close the camp. 

On Sunday, Rep. Peter 
Hoekstra of Michigan, the 
top Republican on the House 
Intelligence Committee, 
said a Saudi rehabilitation 
program for detainees has 
had mixed results and that 
individuals should not be 
sent there. 

“You shouldn’t be sending 
them back to Somalia, 
Afghanistan, Pakistan,” 
said Hoekstra. “Because the 
evidence is clear — these 
people are released and a 
number of them go back onto 
the battlefield.” 

Democratic Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein of California, 
chairwoman of the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, 


agreed that more care must be 
taken in releasing detainees. 
“I agree with those that have 
said that Guantanamo has 
really been a recruiting tool 
for al-Qaida, that it has not 
been helpful to us,” she said. 
“They come out of Gitmo 
and they are heroes in this 
world,” and the tendency is 
for them to go back to the 
battlefield. 

In other comments, McCain, 
an Arizona Republican, said 
Abdul m utallab should have 
been treated like an enemy 
combatant and should not be 
tried in a civilian court. Sen. 
Jack Reed, a Rhode Island 
Democrat, disagreed, saying 
that the U.S. has charged 
and convicted hundreds of 
individuals in civilian courts 
since the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks. 

“It’s an effective way to 
seek justice,” Reed said. 
“It takes away the aura that 
the al-Qaida elements try 
to project, that these are 
soldiers, these are warriors, 
these are carrying a fight on. 
They’re criminals.” 

Kyi and Reed appeared on 
“Fox News Sunday” while 
Lieberman and McCain 
spoke on CNN’s “State of 
the Union.” Feinstein and 
Hoekstra appeared on CBS’

“This is a big deal.” 

Still, the Saturday afternoon 
temblor — centered in the 
Pacific about (35 kilometers) 
west of Femdale — caused 
only limited structural damage 
and a few hours of power 
outage. There were no major 
injuries, other than an elderly 
resident’s fractured hip. 

A preliminary estimate of 
damage in Eureka came to 
$12.5 million, said the city’s 
fire chief, Eric Smith. No 
countywide assessment was 
available. 

Agencies and residents were 
earthquake-ready, with plans 
in place and awareness of 
safety measures such as not 
hanging heavy things on walls. 
That helped avert destruction 
and panic, and sped along the 
recovery, officials said. 

“I think we can attribute some 
of this to being prepared,” said 
Phil Smith-Hanes, Humboldt 
County spokesman. “Folks in 
this area are used to living in 
earthquake country.” 

The quake’s location — 
offshore, deep under the ocean 
and away from urban areas 

— also helped the region 
escape relatively unscathed 
what could have been a major 
disaster. A quake of similar size 

— 6.7 magnitude — killed 72 


people and caused $25 billion 
in damage in 1994 in the Los 
Angeles area. 

An earthquake analyst with 
the U.S. Geological Survey 
said that while earthquakes 
cannot be predicted, a series 
will generally start with the 
largest tremor, then taper 
off in size and frequency. 
Several aftershocks struck the 
region overnight, some with 
magnitude as high as 4.1. None 
have been reported since early 
Sunday. 

“Almost always we see this 
pattern where they taper off,” 
said Don Blakeman, with the 
USGS. This quake happened 
at the intersection of three 
plates — the Pacific, the North 
American and the Gorda. 

Rick Littlefield, owner of 
Eureka Natural Foods, said 
earthquakes are “part of the 
rules of the game up here.” 

The quake left some of the 
grocery store’s aisles ankle- 
deep in broken bottles, jars and 
spilled goods, a loss Littlefield 
estimated at about $20,000. 
But the shelves were bolted in 
place, so they didn’t topple. A 
generator kept power going. 
When the temblor hit, about 
150 people were shopping, he 
said. 

“A lot of customers freaked,” 
he said Sunday morning. 
“People just dropped what they

had — in the checkstand even. 

People who were in the middle 
of a transaction just bailed and 
left their stuff.” 

Power outages were 
widespread, affecting about 
36,000 customers initially, 
but a quick response restored 
electricity to all by early 
Sunday, said Janna Morris, a 
spokeswoman for Pacific Gas

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GOP: Response to Reid remark shows double standard

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Republicans on Sunday 
accused Democrats of 
applying a double standard by 
accepting Sen. Harry Reid’s 
apology for racial remarks 
about Barack Obama instead 
of demanding Reid’s ouster as 
majority leader. 

In a private conversation 
reported in a new book, Reid 
described Obama during the 
2008 presidential campaign 
as a “light-skinned” African- 
American “with no Negro 
dialect, unless he wanted to 
have one.” 

Reid apologized to Obama on 
Saturday, and the president 
issued a statement accepting 
the apology and saying the 
matter was closed. 


Republican Party Chairman 
Michael Steele, in appearances 
on two Sunday television 
news programs, compared 
Reid’s predicament with 
the circumstances that led 
Senate Republican leader 
Trent Lott to step down from 
that post in 2002. Lott had 
spoken favorably of the 1948 
segregationist presidential 
campaign of Strom Thurmond, 
and in spite of apologies for 
those remarks at Thurmond’s 
100th birthday, Lott was 
forced out as leader. 

“There is this standard where 
the Democrats feel that they 
can say these things and they 
can apologize when it comes 
from the mouths of their own. 
But if it comes from anyone 
else, it’s racism,” said Steele, 
who is black. “It’s either 


racist or it’s not. And it’s 
inappropriate, absolutely.” 
Sen. John Cornyn of Texas, 
the chairman of the National 
Republican Senatorial 

Committee, said in a statement 
that Reid should step down, 
calling his comments 
“embarrassing and racially 
insensitive.” 

“It’s difficult to see this 
situation as anything other than 
a clear double standard on the 
part of Senate Democrats and 
others,” Cornyn said. 
Democratic Sens. Dianne 
FeinsteinofCalifomiaandJack 
Reed of Rhode Island joined 
other Democrats in saying 
Reid’s apology and Obama’s 
statement were enough. They 
also rejected comparisons to 
the Lott episode. 

“I think that’s a totally 
different context. Harry Reid 
made a misstatement,” Reed 
said. “He owned up to it. 
He apologized. I think he is 
mortified by the statement 
he’s made. And I don’t think 
he should step down.” Steele 
said Reid’s remarks reflect 
an “attitude” by the Nevada 
senator, and Steele cited the 


lawmaker’s comment last 
month about those who would 
want to go more slowly on 
overhauling health care: “You 
think you’ve heard these same 
excuses before? You’re right. 
In this country there were 
those who dug in their heels 
and said, ‘Slow down, it’s 
too early. Let’s wait. Things 
aren’t bad enough.’ — about 
slavery.” To Steele, “Clearly, 
he is out of touch not only 
with where America and his 
district are but where — how 
African-Americans generally 
feel about these issues.” 

Reid, whose tenure as majority 
leader has drawn criticism from 
liberals and conservatives, 
faces a difficult reelection 
bid this fall in Nevada, a state 
hard hit by the recession with 
one of the highest foreclosure 
rates in the country. 

Asked to respond to Steele’s 
remarks about Reid, the 
senator’s spokesman Jim 
Manley said: “Sen. Reid 
is absolutely running for 
reelection. Nevadans are 
facing challenging times and 
they need the majority leader 
fighting for them to create 


jobs and get the economy back 
on track.” 

In their book “Game Change,” 
Time Magazine’s Mark 
Halperin and New York 
magazine’s John Heilemann 
report that Reid “was wowed 
by Obama’s oratorical gifts 
and believed that the country 
was ready to embrace a 
black presidential candidate, 
especially one such as Obama 
— a Tight-skinned’ African 
American ‘with no Negro 
dialect, unless he wanted to 
have one,’ as he later put it 
privately.” 

The behind-the-scenes look 
at the 2008 campaign that 
elevated Obama to the White 
House is based on the writers’ 
interviews with more than 200 
sources. Most of them were 
granted anonymity and thus 
much of the material could not 
be immediately corroborated.

Tim Kaine said the remarks 
were inappropriate, but also 
contended that they came in 
the context of saying “positive

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Malfunction forces emergency 
landing at New Jersey airport 


NEWARK, N.J. - A United 
Airlines jetliner landed 
Sunday without one of its 
landing gear fully deployed, 
damaging its right wing after 
a frightening few moments for 
passengers, who were braced 
in the crash position before 
an “unbelievably smooth” 
touchdown that drew cheers. 
All 53 people aboard got off 
the plane safely. 

Flight 634 from Chicago was 
approaching Newark Liberty 
International Airport about 9 
a.m. when the plane suddenly 
began ascending again, said 
passenger Paul Wasylyszyn of 
Chicago. 

The plane then began circling 
the airport, said Jim Falk of 
Middletown, N.J., who was 
sitting near the front of the 
plane. 

“Normally a big plane like 
that doesn’t do a bypass, so we 
knew something was wrong,” 
said Falk, 40. 

The captain then came over 
the intercom, advising the 48 
passengers that there was “an 
issue” with one of the landing 
gears on the Airbus 319 and 
they were trying to fix it. The 
captain was composed about 
the announcements, several 
passengers said, commending 
the crew for it. 

“They did a great job,” 
Falk said of the captain and 
crew. “There was no yelling, 
screaming, panicking or 
anything.” 

Despite the problem, the 
mood was calm, even when 
passengers were instructed to 
gird themselves for a crash, 
said Falk, who sent several 
text messages to his wife 


about what was happening as 
she was on her way to pick 
him up from the airport. 
Passengers braced themselves 
in “the crash position,” Falk 
said. 

Three minutes to landing, the 
passengers were told. And 
then: 

“We went down the runway, 
however they did it,” Falk said 
of the landing. 

“If you didn’t know they 
were missing a set of wheels, 
you wouldn’t have thought 
there was something wrong,” 
Wasylyszyn said. 

When the aircraft landed, part 
of its belly struck the runway, 
United spokeswoman Robin 
Urbanski said. 

Passengers cheered and sighed 
when the plane came to a 
stop, Wasylyszyn said. Then 
they hurried out through the 
emergency exits, sliding down 
the chutes that had deployed 
and running as fast as they 
could toward Port Authority 
buses that were waiting to 
take them to the terminal, Falk 
said. 

Everyone got “as far as you 
could” away from the plane, 
he said. 

“I’ve had a lot of worse 
landings at Newark before,” 
said another passenger, Paul 
Lasiuk, a 46-year-old Chicago 
resident. “It was unbelievably 
smooth.” 

Some of the right wing area 
was damaged, but the extent 
of the damage was still 
being determined Sunday, 
and Urbanski said it was not 
immediately clear what caused 
the malfunction.

for the Federal Aviation 
Administration, said the right 
landing gear did not extend, 
though its nose and left 
landing gear did. 

Still, the landing “was smooth 
— it was scary smooth,” 
said Falk. The owner of 
an electrical contracting 
business, he was traveling on 
business and returning from 
Las Vegas. 

Falk said he was especially 
thankful to have an 
experienced pilot at the 
controls. United spokesman 
Michael Trevino said the 
airline would not release the 
name of the flight’s captain 
Sunday but didn’t specify 
when it would be available. 
After the crew reported the 
problem, Newark airport 
was closed for about 20 
minutes, said Ron Marsico, 
a spokesman for The Port 
Authority of New York and 
New Jersey, which operates 
the airport. The airport’s other 
two runways were reopened 
soon after the plane landed, 
but some arriving flights were 
still being delayed Sunday 
evening by about an hour.

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Yemen’s president open to dialogue with al-Qaida

SAN’A, Yemen (AP) — 
Yemen’s president said he 
is ready to talk to al-Qaida 
members who renounce 
violence, suggesting he could 
show them the same kind 
of leniency he has granted 
militants in the past despite 
U.S. pressure to crack down 
on the terror group. 

Yemen is moving cautiously 
in the fight against al-Qaida, 
worried over a potential 
backlash in a country where 
angerattheU.S. andextremism 
are widespread. Thousands of 
Yemenis are battle-hardened 
veterans of past “holy wars” 
in Afghanistan, Bosnia, 
Chechnya and Iraq, and 
though most are not engaged 
in violence now they preserve 
a die-hard al-Qaida ideology. 
“Any movement against al- 
Qaida will lead to the fall of the 
Yemeni regime,” warned Ali 
Mohammed Omar, a Yemeni 
who fought in Afghanistan 
from 1990-1992 and says he 
met Osama bin Laden twice 
during that time. 

If the U.S. or its allies become 
directly involved, “the 
whole (Yemeni) people will 


become al-Qaida. Instead 
of 30 or 40 people, it would 
become millions,” he told 
The Associated Press in an 
interview. 

Yemeni forces recently 


launched their heaviest strikes 
and raids against al-Qaida in 
years, and Washington has 
praised San’a for showing a 
new determination against 
al-Qaida’s offshoot in the 
country. 

TheUnitedStateshas increased 
money and training for 
Yemen’s counterterror forces, 
calling al-Qaida in Yemen a 
global threat after it allegedly 
plotted a failed attempt to 
bomb a U.S. passenger jet on 
Christmas Day. 

But President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh’s comments raised the 
possiblity he could continue 
a policy that has frustrated 
U.S. officials in the past — 
releasing al-Qaida militants on 
promises they will not engage 
in terrorism again. 

Several have since broken 
those promises and are 
believed to have returned to 
al-Qaida’s ranks. 

“Dialogue is the best way ... 
even with al-Qaida, if they set 
aside their weapons and return 
to reason,” Saleh said in an 
interview with Abu Dhabi TV 
aired late Saturday. 

He said Yemen would pursue 
those who continued violence, 
but “we are ready to reach an 
understanding with anyone 
who renounces violence and 
terrorism.” 

In the past, Yemeni 
officials have defended the 


reconciliation policy as a 
necessity, saying force alone 
cannot stop al-Qaida. 

Saleh’s government has been 
weakened by multiple wars 
and crises. It has little authority 
outside a region around the 
capital, and tribes dominate 
vast areas of the impoverished 
mountainous nation — many 
of them bitter at the central 
government for failing to 
develop their regions. 
Hundreds of al-Qaida fighters, 
foreigners and Yemenis, 
are believed to be sheltered 
in mountainous areas. Al- 
Qaida Yemenis get help from 
relatives, sometimes out 
of tribal loyalty more than 
ideology — and when the 
government kills or arrests 
militants or their relatives, 
it risks angering the heavily 
armed tribes. 

Another factor is the regime’s 
alliances with hardline 
Islamists, such as Sheik 
Abdul-Majid al-Zindani, one 
of Yemen’s most prominent 
clerics. The U.S. has labeled 
him a terrorist for alleged 
links to al-Qaida. But the 
government relies on his tacit 
support and denies he is a 
member of the terror group. 

In a prayer sermon Friday, 
al-Zindani railed against U.S. 
pressure to fight al-Qaida, 
accusing Washington and the 
United Nations of seeking 


to “impose an international 
occupation of Yemen.” 

In Yemen, “it is difficult to 
draw the line between who 
is a fundamentalist and who 
is al-Qaida. It’s a spectrum,” 
said Ali Saif Hassan, who runs 
a Yemeni group that mediates 
between the government and 
opposition. 

But those with extremist 
thought “are everywhere, 
in the government, in the 
military, among the tribes and 
the wealthy,” he said, and some 
could oppose cooperation with 
the U.S. against al-Qaida. 

The regime has also used 
Islamic radicals to fight in an 
ongoing bloody war against 
Shiite rebels in the north and 
to oppose secessionists in 
the south — two threats that 
many feel the government 
sees as more dangerous than 
al-Qaida. 

Omar, the Afghan veteran, is 
a case in point. He heads an 
organization in the southern 
city of Aden mobilizing against 
the secession movement. 
During his time in 
Afghanistan, the 42-year-old 
Omar recalled meeting bin 
Laden twice in the Pakistani 
city of Peshawar. He said 
they discussed the situation in 
Yemen, the al-Qaida chief’s 
ancestral homeland. 

Bin Laden told him al-Qaida 
bought thousands of weapons 
sold off illicitly by the former 
independent government in 
south Yemen when it unified 
with the north in 1990, arms 
that remain in Yemen, Omar 
said. 

After returning to Yemen 
in 1992, Omar — who says 
he is not in al-Qaida — was 
imprisoned twice, including 
a year-long stint in 2005 
on charges he helped send 
militants to fight American 
troops in Iraq. He was 
acquitted and released. 

He estimated Yemen has some 
20,000 veterans from the 
Afghan war in the 1980s and 
1990s as well as other Islamic 
extremist fronts like Chechnya 
and Bosnia. A smaller number 
have returned home from 
more recent jihads, like the 
war in Iraq, he said. 

They and younger generations 
form a bedrock of sympathy 
for al-Qaida that could turn to 
outright support. □ 
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UK reporter, U.S. Marine killed in Afghan blast

LONDON (AP) — An 
explosion outside a village in 
southern Afghanistan killed a 
U.S. Marine and a veteran war 
correspondent who became the 
first British journalist killed in 
the conflict, officials said. 
With the death of Sunday 
Mirror journalist Rupert 
Hamer, 18 reporters have been 
killed in Afghanistan since 
the U.S.-led invasion that 
followed the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terror attacks, according to 
figures kept by the New York- 
based Committee to Protect 
Journalists. 

“Tragically it was a matter 
of time,” former British 
forces commander Col. 
Richard Kemp told Sky News 
television. “Our journalists, 
the same as other journalists, 
our British journalists 
deploying on operations with 
forces in Afghanistan or Iraq 
face exactly the same risks as 
our soldiers face out there.” 


Hamer, 39, and photographer 
Philip Coburn, 43, were 
accompanying a U.S. Marine 
patrol Saturday when their 
vehicle was hit by a makeshift 
bomb near the village of Nawa 
in Helmand, the Defense 
Ministry said. 

An U.S. Marine was also 
killed in the blast, the ministry 
said. Coburn was seriously 
wounded in the explosion but 
remains in stable condition, 
the military said. The Defense 
Ministry originally said that an 
Afghan soldier had been killed 
in the attack, but later released 
a revised statement saying 
that “there were no Afghan 
nationals killed or injured in 
this incident.” The statement 
cited new information gathered 
from the field, but gave no 
further details. 

The statement also said that 
five Marines were left badly 
hurt. It did not elaborate on 
their condition. 

The past year has been 
particularly deadly for 


those fighting the war and 
those covering it. Canadian 
journalist Michelle Lang died 
late last year while embedded 
with Canadian troops in 
Afghanistan. An Afghan 
translator for The New York 
Times, Sultan Munadi, was 
killed in September during a 
rescue operation. 

The Sunday Mirror said that 
Hamer and Cobum had flown 
to the region on New Year’s 
Eve and were embedded with 
the American military. Their 
trip was to have lasted for a 
month, the paper said. 

Both were veterans of 
reporting from conflict zones. 
It was Hamer’s fifth excursion 
to Afghanistan, while Coburn 
had previously reported 
from Afghanistan, Iraq and 
Rwanda. “Rupert believed that 
the only place to report a war 
was from the front line, and as 
our defense correspondent he 
wanted to be embedded with 
the U.S. Marines at the start of 
their vital surge into southern 


Afghanistan,” Sunday Mirror 
Editor Tina Weaver said in a 
statement. 

The Sun’s Tom Newton Dunn, 
who used to serve as the 
paper’s defense correspondent, 
said he and Hamer often spent 
time together in the field. 

“He was extremely good at 
getting news, and he really 
understood the armed forces,” 
Newton Dunn told the BBC. 
“And was never afraid to go 
out to places like Afghanistan 
or Iraq.” 

Government officials lined 
up to offer their condolences, 
with British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown saying Hamer 
and Cobum brought “courage, 
skill and dedication to 
reporting from the front line,” 
something he said ensured 
that the world could see and 
read about what international 
forces were achieving in 
Afghanistan. 

British defense minister 
Bob Ainsworth said the pair 
accompanied him on his most 
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Associated Press 

recent trip to Afghanistan 
and that he was “impressed 
by their hard work and 
professionalism. 

“My thoughts and deepest 
sympathies are with the 
families, friends and 
colleagues of both men at this 
extremely distressing time,” 
Ainsworth said. □

FORT-DE-FRANCE, 
Martinique (AP)—The French 
Caribbean departments of 
Martinique and French Guiana 


voted Sunday on a proposal 
to provide their governments 
with more freedom while 
remaining a part of France. 
Turnout was moderate early, 
with 19 percent of 297,000 


voters in Martinique and 17 
percent of 67,700 in French 
Guiana casting ballots on 
the referendum by midday, 
election officials said. Updated 
figures were not immediately 


available as polls closed in the 
evening. 

If approved, the ballot measure 
would allow local governments 
more administrative leeway. 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy would determine the 
extent of both departments’ 
autonomy. 

Article 74, as it is known, 
would replace Article 73 of 
the constitution, which has 
governed the political status 
of Martinique and French 
Guiana for 64 years. 

Jaqueline Manger, who voted 
against the referendum, 
said article 73 still provides 
assurance that Martinique will 
continue to develop socially 
and economically. 

“I would like a change, but I 
don’t think we are ready yet. 
I don’t trust the people who 
lead the regional council and 
the general council,” she said, 
referring to the local bodies 
that govern Martinique. 

The referendum comes one 
year after violent strikes 
paralyzed Martinique and 


Guadeloupe for more than 
a month as union leaders 
demanded higher wages and 
lower prices. Business leaders 
agreed to several changes, but 
some unrest continues. 
Sarkozy suggested the 
referendum in June following 
the strikes, saying the status 
of overseas departments was 
based on an “unfair, obscure 
and biased” system. 

Retired union officer Felix 
Catherine said Martinique 
needs to evolve, but not solely 
through a referendum. 

“Today, in a crisis situation, 
we have the choice to wake 
up so that the great decisions 
that concern us can depend on 
us and be decided by us,” said 
Catherine, who declined to 
say how he voted. 

Guadeloupe is not participating 
in the referendum because 
officials say the island is still 
struggling economically, 
and they prefer to first hold 
regional elections scheduled 
for March. □

Heavy snow halts planes,

BERLIN (AP) — Europeans 
were struggling to restore 
roads and railways Sunday 
after heavy snow caused 
hundreds of traffic accidents, 
halted flights from Germany 
and France, downed power 
lines in Poland and trapped 
more than 160 people 
overnight on a frozen German 
highway. 

The 148 adults and 19 
children stuck on Germany’s 
coastal A20 highway survived 
by running their car engines 
until rescuers using snow 
plows and excavators pushed 
through 6.5-foot drifts to free 
them Sunday morning, police 
in the town of Altentreptow 
said. “At least the firefighters 
were able to bring them hot 
beverages and food while 
they were waiting,” said Jens 
Apelt, a spokesman for the 
Altentreptow highway police. 
After being rescued, the people 
were brought to tents set up by 
local aid organizations until 
rescuers could unblock all the 
cars. “We’re trying to free all 
cars from the snow so that the 
drivers can get back to their 
vehicles and take a different 
road instead,” Apelt said. 
Hundreds of weather-related 
road accidents were reported 
in Germany after a second 
day of heavy snowfall, 
especially along the Baltic 
Coast. Two men were killed 
when their car hit a tree in 
N ordvorpommern. 

Ferry service across the Baltic 
to Scandinavia was canceled, 
and rough sea swells flooded 
several streets in the cities of 
Flensburg and Luebeck while 
threatening to break levees in 
the village of Dahmeshoeved. 
Rescue teams were busy 
repairing damage, the 
Germany news agency DAPD 
said. “The waves of the Baltic 
Sea are whipping against the 
boardwalk, pulling bricks out 
of the wall with incredible 
power which are flying around 
uncontrollably,” police in 
Luebeck-Travemuende said 
in a statement. 

In southeastern France, about 
800 people at a snowbound 
airport in Lyon spent the 


night huddled on waiting 
room armchairs or camping 
cots, after flights in and out 
of the southeastern city were 
halted Saturday night. Flights 
resumed gradually Sunday 
morning. France’s TF1 TV 


said freezing rain overnight 
made a virtual skating rink 
out of one highway near Tours 
in France’s Loire Valley, with 
some cars skidding out of 
control and crashing into road 
barriers. □

LOS ANGELES - James 
Cameron’s “Avatar” continues 
to race up the box office charts, 
remaining No. 1 domestically 
for the fourth straight weekend 
with $48.5 million and placing 
second among all-time top¬ 
grossing films worldwide. 

The science-fiction saga from 
20th Century Fox added $143 
million overseas to raise its 


international haul to $906 
million. With $429 million 
domestically, “Avatar” 

has pulled in $1.34 billion 
worldwide, behind only 
Cameron’s “Titanic,” which 
took in $1.8 billion. 

In just 24 days, “Avatar” 
shot past the $402.1 
million domestic total of 
“Transformers: Revenge of 
the Fallen” to become the No. 
1 release of 2009. Cameron’s 


tale of humans and aliens in 
conflict on a distant world 
now stands at No. 6 on the all- 
time domestic chart. 

The film has just over $100 
million to go to pass the No. 
2 domestic hit, “The Dark 
Knight” at $533.3 million. 

“I think we’ll get there very 
soon,” said Bert Livingston, 
20th Century Fox distribution 
executive. “I believe anything 
is possible with this picture. 
Nothing would surprise me. 
There’s a still a long way to 
go, and it’s going to keep on 
playing and playing.” 

The No. 2 and No. 3 box office 
draws remained unchanged 
from the previous weekend, 
with the Warner Bros, hit 
“Sherlock Holmes” in second 
place at $ 16.6 million and 20th 
Century Fox’s “Alvin and the 
Chipmunks: The Squeakquel” 
in third at $16.3 million. 
“Sherlock Holmes” raised 
its domestic take to $165.2 
million, and “Alvin and the 
Chipmunks” lifted its total to 
$178.2 million. 


Among new movies, 
Lionsgate’s vampire thriller 
“Daybreakers” had the 
best premiere, coming in 
at No. 4 with $15 million. 
“Daybreakers” stars Ethan 
Hawke as a reluctant vampire 
racing to find a substitute 
for human blood in a world 
overrun by the undead in 
the near future. Universal’s 
romantic comedy “Leap Year” 
opened at No. 5 with $9.2 
million. The movie stars Amy 
Adams as a woman who finds 
love in an unexpected place as 
she chases across Ireland to 
propose to her boyfriend. 

The Weinstein Co. comedy 
“Youth in Revolt,” debuted 
at No. 9 with $7 million. The 
film features Michael Cera as 
a teen going to extremes to win 
the heart of his dream girl. 
“Avatar” had the best fourth 
weekend ever for a film, easily 
surpassing the previous high 
of $28.7 million for “Titanic,” 
which dominated the box 
office for nearly four months. 
The coming weekend likely 


will be another big one for 
“Avatar,” with many people 
off next Monday for Martin 
Luther King Day. 

Hollywood’s box office roll 
has lingered in 2010. Overall 
domestic revenues came in at 
$156 million, up 6.6 percent 
from the same weekend last 
year, when “Gran Torino” 
led with $29.5 million, 
according to box office tracker 
Hollywood.com. 

It was the eight-straight 
weekend of rising ticket sales. 
“The winning streak just 
continues,” said Paul 
Dergarabedian, box office 
analyst for Hollywood.com. 
“The momentum of 2009 is 
just carrying over into 2010.” 
Hollywood put up record 
revenue of $10.6 billion 
domestically in 2009, easily 
surpassing the previous high 
of $9.7 billion in 2007.

plans more economic stimulus 
measures to bring down the 
high U.S. unemployment 
rate, while cutting the 
bulging budget is a longer- 
term challenge, a top White 
House economic aide said on 
Sunday. 

“We are ... talking about 
actions right now to jump-start 
job creation,” White House 
Council of Economic Advisers 
Chairwoman Christina Romer 
said on CNN’s “State of the 
Union.

Beating back unemployment 
will be a key yardstick 
by which U.S. voters will 
measure Obama’s success 
in November congressional 
elections and will go a long 
way to determining his own 
long-term political future. 

Also troubling to many is 
a budget deficit that has 
ballooned from spending 
aimed at cushioning workers 
and businesses through the 
worst recession in decades. 
“We have to do something,” 
Romer said. 

“There are more targeted 
actions that we think absolutely 
will help.”

the U.S. fiscal house in order 
over the longer run, she said. 
Unemployment was stuck 
at 10 percent in December 
and businesses cut another 
85,000 jobs, the lingering 
after-effects of the devastating 
financial crisis that triggered 
an economic global recession.

Bull market grows up

NEW YORK - The stock market rally is 
aging, and the surest sign is that investors are 
migrating to stocks that missed out on 2009’s 
big run. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 index is up 69 
percent since March 9. The stocks hit hardest 
during the bear market, including financials 
and small-caps, led the rally during its first 
seven months. Now, however, investors are 
favoring utilities, telecommunication, health 
care and large-cap stocks. 

The shift is a natural progression in a bull 
market and suggests that most of its gains 
have already been realized. 

“The easy money is made the first year 
of a bull market,” says Sam Stovall, chief 
investment strategist with Standard & Poor’s. 
Based on historical trends, about a third of a 
bull market’s gains occur in its first year. In its 
second year, it tends to rise about 12 percent. 
This bull market, like others, began with the 
first signs of the economy’s recovery and 
quickly picked up momentum as investors 
went after the cheapest stocks. Investors 
bought financials, small-caps and companies 
with hard-to-predict earnings and high debt 
loads. Profits and sales at these companies 
were badly hurt by the recession and their 
shares had the furthest to bounce. 

The S&P 500 Financials index soared 153 
percent before reaching an Oct. 14 peak. 
That’s more than double the broader S&P 
500’s gains. A similar trend occurred in 2002, 
when shattered technology stocks bounced 
and heralded the start of a new bull market. 
Small-caps and shares of cyclical companies 
such as chemical makers and miners that rely 
on a healthy economy for profits were also 
primed for a rapid recovery. The Russell 2000 
index of small-caps climbed 82 percent from 
March through mid-October, beating large- 
caps by 20 percent. A Morgan Stanley index 
of cyclical companies rose 176 percent. 
Stocks known as low-quality shares were 
also early gainers. The category is loosely 
defined, but analysts agree these companies 
tend to have high debt loads, hard-to-predict 


earnings and few competitive advantages 
compared with rivals. While these are often 
smaller-sized companies, Morningstar 
considers large-cap names like Alcatel- 
Lucent and Ford Motor Co. to be low- 
quality. Analyst Paul Larson says an internal 
Morningstar index of low-quality stocks rose 
176 percent from March to mid-October. 
Now financials, small-caps and low-quality 
stocks are lagging the S&P 500. 

The best-performing categories for the 
past two months were utilities, telecom, 
health care and high-quality stocks such as 
Procter & Gamble Co. and AT&T Inc. These 
categories usually perform solidly in any 
economy and often offer good dividends, 
characteristics that are especially important 
in the current market because the recovery is 
still uncertain. Investors see these companies 
as safer bets than the riskier ones that initially 
led the rally. 

Historically, high-quality stocks have tended 
to perform well as a bull market matures, 
having been left behind in the early phase of 
the rally. In the second year of the last bull 
market, an index of the most reliable dividend 
payers, the Dow Jones U.S. Select Dividend 
index, beat the gains of the broader Dow 
Jones industrials by 20 percentage points. 
Channing Smith, co-manager of Capital 
Advisors Growth Fund, said he’s buying 
stocks like Wal-Mart Stores Inc. and Abbott 
Laboratories on the cheap. They are currently 
trading at price-to-earnings ratios of 15.5 and 
15.2, respectively. 

Investors watch P/E ratios, calculated by 
dividing the company’s market value per 
share by its earnings per share, to get a 
sense of whether a stock is undervalued or 
overvalued. The P/E ratios for the stocks 
Smith is watching are below their historical 
averages and well below the current price-to- 
earnings ratio of 18.6 for the S&P 500 index. 
“Many investors think they missed this huge 
bull market. They did in small-caps and mid¬ 
caps,” says Smith. “But the market right now 
is offering investors the opportunity to pick 
up some of the highest-quality blue-chip 
names.’Q

Rice leads Ravens run game to 33-14 win over Pats

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - 
From the very first play, Ray 
Rice and the running Ravens 
made the team of the last 
decade look old, overmatched 
and, oddly, inept. 

Rice ran 83 yards for a 
touchdown with frigid fans 
still settling into their seats, 
Tom Brady had three of his 
four turnovers in the first 
quarter and Baltimore knocked 
off New England 33-14 on 
Sunday in the AFC playoffs. 
“Their era is not over, they 
know how to win,” Rice said, 
“but for the Ravens, to beat 
the New England Patriots set 
a precedent. We’ll always 
remember this win.” 

The Ravens (10-7) were only 
slight underdogs to the team 
that won three Super Bowls 
from 2002 through 2005. 
That myth faded as quickly as 
Baltimore charged to a 14-0 
lead in the first five minutes. 
“One thing we said as an 
offense is we want to start 
games fast,” Rice said. “I 
wanted to be the guy today 
to start fast, whether it was a 
5-yard run or an 83-yard run. 
I wanted to be the guy to say 
this will be a fast-tempo game. 
We want the other team to play 
catch-up to us.” 

Now, if they beat Indianapolis 
and Peyton Manning next 
Saturday night, they’ll reach 
the AFC championship game 
for the second straight year as 
a wild-card team. 

“We’ll enjoy it,” safety Ed 
Reed said, “and I know what’s 
next. No. 18 is coming. I 
know it, and he knows we are 
coming.” 

Not even Brady, the NFL 
Comeback Player of the Year, 
could overcome his mistakes 
and the absence of the league’s 
leading receiver Wes Welker. 
Brady was 23 of 42 for 154 
yards, two touchdowns passing 


and three interceptions. 

But it was hardly a one-man 
collapse. 

Randy Moss, covered tightly 
by Domonique Foxworth, 
caught only five passes for 48 
yards. The Patriots’ defense 
was so porous, allowing 234 
yards rushing, that Joe Flacco 
only had to throw 10 passes, 
completing four for 34 yards. 
Rice rushed 159 yards for a 
team that averaged 182.6 on 
the ground in its previous five 
games. 

“All of us that participated in 
the game are accountable for 
our performance,” Patriots 
coach Bill Belichick said, 
“and I don’t think anybody felt 
very good about it, players, 
coaches, anybody.” 

The Patriots (10-7) tried to rev 
up the crowd by sending the 
injured Welker onto the field 
on crutches for the opening 
coin toss. It didn’t work. Six 
minutes into the game the 
crowd was booing the team 
that hadn’t lost at home all 
season. “I’d have been booing 
us, too, the way we played,” 
Brady said. “Playing the way 
we played today, we weren’t 
going to beat anybody.” 

By the end of the first quarter 
it was 24-0. 

“Any time we get a lead, it’s 
hard to come back on our 
defense,” the third stingiest 
in the league, linebacker 
Ray Lewis said. The Patriots 
received the second-half 
kickoff trailing 24-7. But Brady 
threw his third interception, 
matching his career playoff 
high, and Dawan Landry 
returned it 42 yards to set 
up Billy Cundiff’s 23-yard 
field goal. Brady then threw 
his second touchdown pass 
to Julian Edelman, Welker’s 
replacement, covering 1 yard. 
But the Patriots’ defense 
struggled against the Ravens 
runners. Willis McGahee 
added a 3-yard score with

10:32 left to cap the scoring. 
The Ravens, who lost the 
AFC title game to Pittsburgh 
last year, will try to make up 
for a 17-15 loss to the Colts in 
Baltimore on Nov. 22. 

Since then, the Ravens are 
5-2 after Rice, McGahee and 
Le’Ron McClain outran and 
overpowered the Patriots. Rice 
ran for two touchdowns and 
McGahee and McClain one 
each on the Gillette Stadium 
turf where the Patriots had

Pacquiao wraps up deal for Clottey

Manny Pacquiao will fight 
March 13 at Cowboys 
Stadium, but not against Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. 

Pacquiao promoter Bob Arum 
said Sunday he has finalized 
a deal to match Pacquiao 
against Joshua Clottey in a 
welterweight bout at the new 
$1.2 billion stadium. Arum 
moved swiftly to land a 
lucrative fight for his Filipino 
star after his contentious 
negotiations for a megafight 
with Mayweather fell apart 
in a prolonged dispute over 
blood testing. 

Arum was in Texas over the 
weekend to wrap up details for 
the pay-per-view fight, which 
will be the first boxing match 
in the stadium. Top Rank 
spokesman Lee Samuels said 
the arena will be configured 
to seat 50,000 fans for the 
fight, but the capacity could 
be raised or lowered. 

“This stadium has blown 
me away,” Arum told The 
Associated Press. “It is the 
most magnificent facility I’ve 
ever seen.” 

Arum took in the Dallas 
Cowboys’ playoff victory 
over the Philadelphia Eagles 
on Saturday night, sitting 
just two seats from former 
President George W. Bush. 
Arum said Bush had the same 
reaction he’s heard repeatedly 
since negotiations with 
Mayweather bogged down 
“Too bad you didn’t get 
Mayweather, but what 
difference does it make?” 
Arum said Bush told him. 
“Everybody just wants see 
Pacquiao anyway.” 

Cowboys owner Jerry 
Jones reportedly offered 


a $25 million site fee for 
the Pacquiao-Mayweather 
fight, which fell apart over 
Mayweather’s insistence on 
stringent drug testing and 
Pacquiao’s reluctance to agree. 
The sides went into mediation 
to resolve the dispute, but 
a compromise couldn’t be 
reached. 

And though Arum is a 
longtime New York Giants 
season ticket-holder, he found 
common ground with Jones 
for another major event in the 
opulent new stadium. 

“This is a competitive fight, as 
competitive as the Cotto fight 
going in,” Arum said. “We got 
a tremendous deal at the site. 
It’s a big event, and I think 
we’ll do unbelievable.” 
Although Mayweather’s 

representatives still were 
holding out hope the Pacquiao 
fight could be salvaged, 
Mayweather also is expected 
to fight March 13 at the MGM 
Grand Garden in Las Vegas, 
which would have been the 
site of his bout with Pacquiao. 
Paulie Malignaggi has been 
the most popular contender 
for that fight. 

Although Clottey has no 
fraction of Mayweather’s 
fame, he’s a worthy 
welterweight opponent for 
Pacquiao, widely considered 
the top pound-for-pound 
fighter in the world. The 
hard-hitting Clottey (35-3, 20 
KOs), a native of Ghana who 
lives in New York, is coming 
off a split-decision loss to 
Miguel Cotto last June, a fight 
that some felt Clottey won. 
Cotto went on to take a 
thrashing from Pacquiao in 
November, losing when the 
fight was stopped in the final 
round. □

Andy Roddick wins 
Brisbane International 


BRISBANE, Australia (AP) 
— Top-seeded Andy Roddick 
survived a second-set collapse 
Sunday to win the Brisbane 
International title, beating 
defending champion Radek 
Stepanek after the Czech 
player double-faulted on 
match point. 

The American’s 7-6 (2), 7-6 
(7) victory in the final capped 
his first tournament in nearly 
three months due to a 2009 
season-ending knee injury. 
Roddick nearly let the match 
slip away. He led 4-0 in the 
second set before Stepanek 
came back to take a 6-5 lead, 
with Roddick needing to hold 
service to force a tiebreaker. 
The American dominated early 
in the tiebreaker, but Stepanek 
came from 6-1 down to make 
it close. 

The Czech player held a set 
point at 7-6 in the second-set 
tiebreaker. Roddick won the 
next two points on serve, then 
watched Stepanek double¬ 
fault to hand him the Brisbane 
title. 

The lopsided tiebreaker loss in 
the first set seemed to deflate 
Stepanek. Serving to open the 
second set, the Czech hit a 
forehand into the net, double- 
faulted, mis-hit a backhand 
and double-faulted again on 
break point to give Roddick a 
1-0 lead. 

Roddick led 4-0 before 
Stepanek broke the American’s 
powerful serve twice to level 


the set at 5-5. 

The 27-year-old Roddick 
injured his left knee in 
October, and the Australian 
Open warmup in Brisbane was 
his first tournament back. 
Roddick’s win ended 
Stepanek’s nine-game 

winning streak at the Brisbane 
International. 

“Radek, I know you won 
here last year and you were 
undefeated on this court and 
for a while I thought it might 
be your destiny,” Roddick told 
the crowd at Pat Rafter Arena 
after his win. 

“One thing about you, you get 
to every ball and never give 
up the fight — that’s to be 
applauded.” 

It was Roddick’s first career 
title in Australia — and in his 
first final Down Under. He 
has had a frustrating time at 
the Australian Open, making 
the semifinal four times in the 
past seven years, only to be 
denied a shot at the title. 
Roddick said he had to “hold 
on to the last shred of sanity” 
to win the match. 

“I didn’t expect to come in 
and win my first tournament 
after a pretty extended layoff,” 
Roddick said. “You could 
focus on the last 20 minutes 
of stress or look at the whole 
week ... overall I feel pretty 
good about it. 

“It was weird. I don’t think I 
have squandered a lead where 
I have been putting in first

serves and making approach 
shots. And in the breakers 
it was the same deal. I kept 
making first serves so that 
was helping me hold on to the 
last shred of sanity I had. 

“But at the end of the day 
the only thing that will 
be remembered is the ‘w’ 
(win).” 

Stepanek was happy with 
his ability to nearly turn the 
match around. 

“To come back from 1-5 down 
(in the second set) against a 
player such as Andy with a 
tremendous serve, it was a 
great battle,” Stepanek said. 

“I never gave up. I was fighting 
until the last point. I said to 
myself ‘you are in Brisbane, 
you won here last year, there 
is something special here’, 
but in the end it wasn’t good 
enough.”

Friday’s violation of 
Venezuelan airspace by a P- 
3 US military combat plane 
is another example of the 
escalation in provocations 
against Venezuela and 
evidence of the danger US 
military presence in the 
region represents. During 
a live television broadcast, 
President Hugo Chavez 
revealed that at approximately 
12:55 p.m. earlier that day, a 
US P3 combat plane took 
off from the air base in 
neighboring Curacao and 
entered Venezuelan airspace 
during a 15-minute period. 
Two Venezuelan F-16 planes 
intercepted the foreign military 
aircraft, prepared to escort it 
outside Venezuelan territory. 
“When the F-16 planes 
attemptedcommunicationwith 
the US aircraft, it immediately 
took off towards the north, but 
later it returned,” announced 


President Chavez. He said 
that at 1:37 p.m. Venezuelan 
time, the combat plane 
returned and flew for about 
19 minutes inside Venezuelan 
territory. “It was escorted out 
and pressured by our F-16s, 
we didn’t have to bring in the 
Sukhois,” added Chavez. 

The Pentagon has denied 
violation of Venezuelan 


airspace, yet the Venezuelan 
military has video and 
photographic images of the 
US combat plane incursion 
yesterday. 

Just days earlier, Venezuela’s 
Vice-President Ramon 

Carrizalez had publicly 
denounced the intromission 
of a US military plane also 
originating from the air base 
in Curacao during 2009. The 
governments of Washington 
and Holland denied the 
violation, yet Carrizalez 
revealed an audio recording 
between the Venezuelan 
airport control tower and 
the US pilot while inside 
Venezuelan airspace. The 
pilot stated clearly that he was 
flying a US Navy military 
plane stationed at the base in 
Curacao. 

He claimed ignorance as to 
the violation of Venezuelan 
territory, stating he was 
“unaware” he had entered an 
authorized zone. 

But the US military plane 
hadn’t just merely crossed 
a border that some might 
argue is difficult to visualize, 
rather the pilot had flown 
over a strategic Venezuelan 
military base on La Orchila, 


a small island off Venezuela’s 
northern coast, clearly well 
inside Venezuelan territory. 
This was not an isolated 
incident. 

Since 2008, Washington has 
been increasing its military 
and intelligence presence 
on the small Dutch island of 
Curacao, where it maintains a 
Forward Operating Location 
(FOL) since 1999. The 
original contract between 
Holland and Washington 
stipulated use of Curacao for 
counter-narcotics operations. 
But since September 11,2001, 
Washington began using its 
military installations around 
the world to combat “terrorist 
threats” and threats against US 
interests, and in some cases, 
such as in Curacao and Aruba, 
violating the terms of previous 
military agreements that only 
authorized counter-narcotics 
or humanitarian missions. 

By 2006, US operations from 
Curacao were not just US 
Air Force counter-narcotics 
missions, but a clear presence 
of US Navy, Marines, Army, 
Special Forces and CIA had 
taken over the tiny Caribbean 
island.

powerful ship represented 
“... a formidable presence 
to defend US interests in the 
region.” 

That was in 2006. In 2008, the 
stakes intensified. Washington 
formally attempted to place 
Venezuela on the terrorism 
list, though Congress didn’t 
approve the request because 
of oil dependence. But in 
July 2008, the US Naval 
Fourth Fleet was reactivated 
after almost 60 years, to 
“demonstrate US power and 
force in the region.” 

In 2009, a military agreement 
between Colombia and 
Washington was sealed, 
allowing the Pentagon to 
occupy and use seven military 
bases in Colombian territory 
and any civilian installation 
necessary. 

US Air Force documents 
justifying the agreement 
and budget requests to 
improve Colombian military 
installations underlined the 
necessity to combat “...the 


constant threat of ... anti- 
US governments in the 
region” and to engage in 
Intelligence, Surveillance and 
Reconnaissance missions, 
as well as to improve the 
US armed forces’ capacity 
to execute “Expeditionary 
Warfare” in the region. In 
December 2009, President 
Chavez denounced the 
detection of a US drone plane 
that had violated Venezuelan 
territory from Colombia. 

A US Department of State 
publication from 2006 
classified the Dutch islands of 
Aruba, Bonaire and Curacao as 
the “The Third Frontier of the 
United States,” considering 
the Caribbean colonies part 
of the “geopolitical border of 
the United States.” In reaction 
to the growing US military 
presence on Curacao, a local 
journalist commented, upon 
visiting one of the US war 
ships, “After leaving the war 
ship, we had the sensation that 
all of a sudden, we are now 
very important... ”□

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Piracy fears alter Star Clippers itineraries 


For the past decade, Star 
Clippers has had at least one of 
its tall ships based in Thailand 
for half the year, but in a recent 
press release the company has 
said that when this winter’s 
sailings end, there won’t be 
another Clipper ship based 
in the region until the risk of 
piracy abates.

ships. And Somali pirates in

Fifth suspect arrested in 
bumper car murder case 


COLE BAY—A fifth suspect has been arrested 
in the bumper car ride robbery/murder case, 
police and the Prosecutor’s Office said in a 
press statement Wednesday. 

Arrested in connection with the armed robbery 
of the bumper car ride during which owner 
Jean Claude Busquet (58) was gunned down on 
December 12, is Q.Y.R., a 21-year-old French 
national. He will be brought before the acting 
judge during the weekend. 

The arrest was made thanks to the cooperation 
the investigating team comprising St. Maarten 
and Curasao police, the Kingdom Detective 
Cooperation Team RST, and the Marechaussees 
had with French-side Gendarmes and the 
authorities in Anguilla. 

Arrested on December 27 were A.C (19) and 
D.F. (26) of Guyana and D.E (33) and D.E (23) 
of Jamaica. According to the police, the first 
three suspects were directly involved in the 
killing of the businessman and the fourth was 
an accessory to the crime, as he had received 
items stolen during the robbery/murder. 


Busquet’s murder was the fifth in 2009. The 
year closed off with a sixth murder, that of 
another businessman, Eric Yuan Sam, on 
December 29. 

Sam was gunned down in an attempted robbery 
of the supermarket he managed in Dutch 
Quarter. Police have claimed that no arrests 
have been made in the Sam case. 

Half of the murders for the year took place 
in December. Also killed in that month was 
a Haitian national on December 11. That 
investigation is also ongoing. 

Usually, St. Maarten has a hefty police presence 
in December, but the promised assistance from 
the Central Government that would have seen 
members of the Curasao Zero Tolerance Team 
working alongside the understaffed St. Maarten 
Police Force never arrived. 

A team of 15 detectives is now expected on 
January 15 to look into ongoing investigations. 
Their main aim will be solving crimes. Some 
technical assistance is also pending from the 
Netherlands. □ 


Justice, setup of entities priorities, says Duncan 


WILLEMSTAD—If it was 
up to the Antillean Minister 
of Home and Constitutional 
Affairs Roland Duncan 
(National Alliance) the next 
cabinet would pay more 
attention to a new judicial 
setup. 

According to Duncan, the 
allocation of funds for the 
benefit of St. Maarten to 
establish its future ministries 


should also be given priority 
in the talks on forming a new 
Central Government after the 
January 22 elections for the 
Antillean Parliament. 

“They could even become 
breaking points during 
the negotiations,” he said. 
Duncan is working on an 
inventory of all established 
work in the framework of the 
constitutional transformation 


process and matters which 
still need to be dealt with. 

It appears the road has been 
cleared for the constitutional 
changes, according to the 
minister, who is on the NA 
candidate list in St. Maarten. 
Therefore, the focus should be 
on 10-10-10 and everything 
must be ready for the 
dismantling of the Netherlands 
Antilles. Q

“Hero” Solihull pilot Robert 
Mansell laid to rest 



FRIENDS and relatives of Midland pilot Robert Mansell were 
finally able to lay their “hero” to rest in a moving ceremony. 
Hundreds of mourners gathered at Knowle Parish Church in 
Solihull on Friday for the funeral of the 32-year-old, who saved 
the lives of nine passengers aboard his aircraft when he was 
forced to ditch it in the Caribbean Sea on October 22 last year. 
One of the survivors of the fateful journey had been due to 
attend the ceremony but had to cancel at the last minute as he 
found being on a plane too traumatic. 

Robert’s coffin was laden with flowers and a pilot’s headset as 
grieving friends carried it into the church. 

In a family tribute read by the Rev Richard Trethewey, he was 
said to have died “doing the job he loved” and was also praised 
for his “coolness and competence” in ensuring the safety of 
his passengers with his actions during the incident, which took 
place near the island of Bonaire in the Dutch Antilles. 

Elder sister Claire Mansell read a moving poem while friend 
Vicky Brightman read out dozens of heartfelt tributes. 

She said: “He would want us to be more adventurous and free- 
spirited, to be bold and use a cheesy chat-up line. 

“This isn’t the first time we will get together to celebrate his life 
- it’s the first of many.” 

A former pupil at Arden School and Solihull Sixth Form College, 
Robert studied aeronautical engineering at Bristol University. 
He was renowned for his “infectious” character and courage, 
doing bungee jumps and cage diving with sharks on his 
travels. 

The ceremony was attended by Meriden MP Caroline Spelman, 
who liaised closely with the Mansell family over the lengthy 
salvage operation of the aircraft. 

In a wake at The Old Silhillians, mourners raised a Jack Daniel’s 
and coke - Robert’s favourite drink - in honour of the pilot as 
his father, Roger Mansell, paid tributes. 

The 73-year-old thanked the Dutch and British governments 
for their help ensuring his son was brought home following 
“the last nine horrendous weeks”. 

“It’s been very hard, from that fateful day in October,” he 
said. “Initially it looked as though it wasn’t going to happen. 
No-one was required legally to bring Robert home. It was the 
combined effort of a number of people that kept myself and 
Claire going.” 

Family friend and former Spitfire pilot Jeep Holmes, 85, said: 
“He’s a hero and should be honoured for what he did. He was a 
very good pilot.’Q

BOGOTA (Reuters) - Un grupo de congresistas de Estados
